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THE ART HOUSE OFFERS ITS PORCELAINS 



Of the widely varied objects enumerated and described in this cata- 
logue by far the greatest group in number and importance is that of the 
Chinese porcelains, and notably the monochromes among them. The 
Art House has been known for a generation, under this simple, direct 
title ; and if during that time it has been known more generally and 
particularly as the house of Mr. Thomas B. Clarke, the fact recalls the 
days of personal journalism, when a dominant personality gave identity 
to its surroundings, the environment took the designation of the 
individual, and Dana, Bennett, Greeley, were as often and as unmistak- 
ably mentioned as Sun, Herald, Tribune. Similarly the name of 
Mr. Clarke meant the Art House. As amateur, importer, collector — 
for he is all in one — Mr. Clarke has during these years, through the 
Art House, shown the way in many avenues of appreciation of the 
beautiful to many art collectors, and has assisted numerous others to 
successful realization of their desires. 

The present sale, a successor to noteworthy dispersals of art 
objects of his assembling in New York, which have gone forth under 
the auspices of the American Art Association, is at the direction of 
The Art House Incorporated, Clarence J. Dearden manager, successor 
to the Art House of Mr. Clarke the individual, who announced his 
retirement from business after the incorporation of the Art House 
some two years ago. 

The objects to be sold represent purchases of a quarter of a cen- 
tury made by the late Edward Runge, recognized as an expert, and 
undoubtedly the largest and one of the most sagacious buyers of fine 
Chinese art objects sent by this country to the Orient; and they repre- 
sent also a discriminating assemblage and assortment of these pur- 
chases by Mr. Runge, and of other purchases, an apportioning of them 
in pairs and garnitures, a balancing of them according to size and 
color, by Mr. Clarke. During a considerable period of the time while 
Mr. Runge lived, and in the years since his death, Mr. Dearden has 
been associated with Mr. Clarke, and has become known as an expert 
whose authority and judgment are not seldom invoked by the United 
States Customs in questions pertaining to Chinese ceramic art. 

The present aggregation of more than twelve hundred lots com- 
prises the entire collection of vases and curios of the Art House, which 



I am informed purposes to widen its scope in the future to deal in other 
antiquities — textiles, potteries, furniture, metals, and the interesting, 
important and until recently overlooked works of the early American 
portrait painters — in short, attainable antique objects for the adorn- 
ment of a beautiful home. We all know that fine porcelains coming out 
of China of recent years have been exceeding few (except those of us 
who can see no difference 'twixt gilt and gold) — and where may we look 
to buy fine porcelains when the Chinese and Japanese are themselves 
now buying back choice examples of this Celestial fictile art both from 
Europe and America? 

The collection is a comprehensive one — blue and whites of prac- 
tically all types, decorated pieces in the most simple and the most com- 
plex motives and in a vast intriguing maze of bewildering chromatic 
seduction, and single colors (once called solid colors) showing a refine- 
ment of tonal differentiation which makes their optical music all but 
audible. 

In this single color group will be found the greatest distinction of 
the collection, which includes, however, besides the porcelains, glass of 
the Ch'ien-lung period, jades, agate, wood carvings, bronzes, cloisonne 
and other enamels, and such a collection of Chinese ivory carvings as 
has probably not before been offered for sale in New York — these in 
the higher realms ; besides, very many Japanese netsuke and other 
small carved utilities and ornaments. 

It was printed some years ago that Mr. Clarke was the first Amer- 
ican who formed a collection of single color porcelains, that he perceived 
their potency of charm when as a collector of pictures he observed that 
with their perfection of form and refinement of color they could add 
decorative attraction to his walls without distracting a mind enjoying 
the pictorial canvases. 

In the single color group here there is a sang-de-bceuf bottle in the 
mention of which, by reason of its form and color, size and condition, 
I have ventured to evoke the image of the superb, all but incomparable 
bottle in the J. Pierpont Morgan collection, as to whose merits as in 
our view a supreme production Mr. Clarke, the late William M. 
Laffan, Mr. Dearden and myself are on record in the private catalogue 
of the Morgan collection — a bottle not parted with by the present 
Mr. Morgan when the collection loaned to the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art was sold. 

Among other objects which will speak for themselves in a collection 
which has examples of individual distinction, as well as having the 
inclusive character of an aggregation thirty years accumulating, there 



is a chrysanthemum peachbloom bottle, a pair of large decorated vases 
each displaying a hundred deer, a group of the apple-greens, there are 
vases of fine black, yellow, coral, pearl gray, clair-de-lune, blue and 
green, which are not easily found now — many in the smaller sizes which 
Oriental collectors value more highly than the larger pieces — there are 
imperial decorated vases in rose-du-Barry, yellow and blue, rare dec- 
orated peach bottles of large proportions, a Yung Cheng garniture of 
a deity and two side pieces, and among the Chinese ivory carvings a 
complete set of the Eight Taoist Immortals, who are so often found 
in porcelain but who together are a rarer find in ivory. There is a 
gilt bronze bell from a set in the Temple of Agriculture, and a mam- 
moth bronze incense burner from the Summer Palace. 

The intention had been to offer the varied concomitants of this 
large collection in two or more carefully segregated public sales in 
different years, but the Art House decided to present the whole collec- 
tion of its vases and curios at once, and here they are. Mr. Runge's 
purchases in China have appeared in many of the noted collections 
which have been dispersed — the Garland collection which became the 
Morgan collection, the Deming Jarvis, Henry Graves, William Man, 
General Brayton Ives, George B. Warren, Henry Sampson and Cyrus 
J. Lawrence collections — some of them are now in museums, and others 
are in possession of numerous collectors now living. Mr. Runge bought 
first for Herter Brothers, and afterward for two decades for Mr. Clarke.

Payment of that part of the purchase money not made at the 
time of sale shall be made within ten days thereafter, in default of 
which the undersigned may either continue to hold the lots at the 
risk of the purchaser and take such action as may be necessary for 
the enforcement of the sale, or may at public or private sale, and 
without other than this notice, re-sell the lots for the benefit of such 
purchaser, and the deficiency (if any) arising from such re-sale shall 
be a charge against such purchaser. 

4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon payment 
of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 9 
A. M. and 1 P. M., and on other days — except holidays — between the 
hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American Art 
Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only on pre- 
senting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, of 
any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 

5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in 
which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be performed 



by the Association for purchasers. The Association will, however, 
afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current and 
reasonable rates carriers and packers ; doing so, however, without any 
assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges of 
the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the pur- 
chaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer's hammer, and 
thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in caring 
for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself responsible if 
such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Association 
of the correctness of the description, genuineness or authenticity of any 
lot, and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, 
error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not noted. Every lot is 
on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, after which 
it is sold "as is" and without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot cor- 
rectly, and will give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy' 
expert to the effect that any lot has been incorrectly catalogued, and, 
in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued or make mention 
of the opinion of such expert, who thereby would become responsible 
for such damage as might result were his opinion without proper 
foundation.
